; most cases to make a Russian attack profitable and Turkey can not support the Italian s into 
Russia without blocking Turkish lines of expansion , totheraore even if Italy does ge t an al- 
liance, Italy traditionalyy gets the short end of the stick and still has the French to worry 
^about to top that. 

Consequently, Italy's best chances lie in other directions besides Austria, principlly 
^France or Turkey and that is where the two fleets come in. The two fleets would allow 

^Jtaly to take Tunis in 1903 and still move agressivly into position for an attack against the 
( intended target in 1902. The extra build can be used for defense (The Italian rear shouould alway
